We could not have a better lesson for 
the new y ear than the story of the as­ 
cension of our Lord, for the only way 
to live here the life th at He desires us 
to live is in the power of Him who 
hath ascended on high, who hath led 
captivity captive and received gifts 
for m en—y ea, for the rebellious also— 
th a t the Lord God m ight dwell among 
them (Ps. lx viii, 18; Eph. iv, 7, 8). 
Many people desire as they begin a 
new y ear to m ake a better record than 
in the past, and it is alw ay s possible in 
the pow er of the Holy Spirit, who rep 
resents on earth Him who is a t God’s 
right hand for us. This book in which 
we are to spend the whole of this y ear 
m ight, as some one has suggested, be 
called the acts of the Holy Spirit 
through the apostles, and the same 
Holy Spirit desires to live in us and 
possess us fully for the glory of God. 
as it is w ritten, “The Spirit whom He 
caused to dwell in us jealously desireth 
us” (Jas. iv, 5, R. V., margin). He de­ 
sires more full control of us, more than 
we can desire to be filled w ith Him. 
In the gospels, the form er treatise of 
which Luke speaks, we see Jesus per­ 
fectly controlled by the Holy Spirit, 
doing and teaching, or, as it is stated 
in x , 38, “Anointed with the Holy 
G host and w ith power. He w ent about 
doing good and healing all th at were 
oppressed of the devil, for God was 
w ith nim.” W hat He began to do and 
teach He desires to continue doing and 
teaching in us by the sam e Holy S p irit 
Note how the doing alw ay s precedes 
the teaching in M a tt v, 19; Mark vi, 
30; Luke vii, 22; x x iv, 19; Acts iv. 20; 
I John i, 3. This m inistry continued 
till the day in which He was taken up, 
for afte r H is resurrection we find Him 
still teaching, as in Luke x x iv. 
A t least ten tim es He showed H im ­ 
self alive during those forty day s be­ 
tw een H is resurrection and final m an­ 
ifest ascension, and He was alw ay s 
speaking of the kingdom of God (verse 
3), the sam e kingdom of which we 
have been hearing recently in our Old 
T estam ent studies, the kingdom which 
will fill this whole earth with peace 
and righteousness and of which Israel 
shall be the earthly center (Jer. iii, 17. 
18). The little company had been with 
Him tw o or three y ears, under the best 
teacher th at ever taught, and the tim e 
had nearly come for them to go out in 
H is nam e and live as He had lived and 
teach as H e had taught, but they were 
not y et qualified to do so. They needed 
the sam e p'erson to live in and control 
them as had lived and w rought in Him, 
even the Holy Spirit, whom they had 
already received, but who had not y et 
been given in power, as He soon would 
be. They are therefore to tarry a t Je­ 
rusalem until He, the Spirit, should 
come upon them. Then, having receiv* 
ed the power of the Holy Spirit com 
ing upon them , they would be wit 
nesses unto Him from Jerusalem unt 
the utterm ost p art of the earth. 
To 
Israel H e had said long before, “Ye are 
My w itnesses” (Isa. x liii, 10, 12; x liv, 
8), and H e safd of them , “This people 
have I formed for My self; they shall 
shew forth My praise” (Isa. x liii, 21). 
H e had said the sam e virtually when 
H e brought them out of Egy pt by

above all people” (Ex . x ix , 4, 5). 
The word to us is the same. “Who 
gave H im self for us. th at He m ight re­ 
deem us from all iniquity and purify 
unto H im self a peculiar people zealous 
of good works,” or, more literally , “a 
people for His own possession.” “pur 
chased to be specially His ow d ” (Tit 
ii, 14). 
As He was wholly and ut­ 
terly for God, so H e would have us, 
for He said.

even so send I y ou” (John x x . 21» .

Thess. i. 10; Tit. ii. 13; Heb. ix . 28; I 
John iii, 1, 2). for H e has never y et re­ 
turned according to the m essage of 
these tw o men. 
He will come to re­ 
store all things of which the prophets 
have spoken (Acts iii, 21). He will first 
welcome His church to H im self and 
then bring her with Him in His glory 
(Col. ill. 4) to establish His kingdom.

Topic.—The duty of making good 
reso­ 
lutions.—Acts x i, 19-23; Josh, x x iv , 14-26. 
(Consecration meeting.) 
The advisability 
of 
making good 
resolutions, especially at the beginning 
of a new y ear, has for a long time 
been debated. 
In many quarters such 
resolutions have been made the sub­ 
jects of jest and of joke. 
N everthe­ 
less they continue y ear after y ear, 
which dem onstrates th at deep down 
in the hum an heart there is som ething 
good and th a t there are tim es when 
the good rises above the evil and as­ 
serts its purpose to reign suprem e in 
the heart and life. 
No one truly in­ 
terested in the best good of m ankind 
can afford to mock at such a condi­ 
tion or to deny the pow er of such ex ­ 
periences in the life of man. 
If kept 
for but a tim e some good is alw ay s 
accom plished, and If kept perm anently 
the good is eternal and usually re­ 
sults in the salvation of the soul. The 
ex pediency and profit of good resolu­ 
tions cannot therefore be denied. 
But 
the topic goes still further and de­ 
clares th at the m aking of good reso­ 
lutions is a duty , a debt, an obliga­ 
tion owed to ourselves and to our 
God. 
This also is true and capable of 
being proved. 
1. Good resolutions are a duty be­ 
cause they are absolutely necessary 
to moral and spiritual advancem ent. 
No bad habit can be broken unless 
we first resolve to break it.

“1 will arise and go to 
my fath er.” 
He kept his resolution, 
for “be arose and went.” 
This reso­ 
lution was an essential elem ent in his 
return and restoration. 
W ithout it be 
would have starved to death. 
We 
ought to be in the proper relation to 
God our F ath er and H is house. 
If we 
are not it is our duty to resolve to be­ 
come so. 
If we are indulging in evil 
habits they should be broken off, and 
to produce such results we m ust re­ 
solve in our hearts th a t we will do so. 
2. Good resolutions are a duty be­ 
cause God requires them of us. 
God 
believes in good resolutions, even if 
some men do m ake light of them . 
We 
h avj m any instances in God’s word 
w here good resolutions are set forth 
as a duty . 
Every call of God is a 
duty . Through Joshua H e called upon 
Israel to resolve to give up idolatry . 
Through B arnabas He ex horted the 
C hristians of Antioch to purpose or 
to resolve in their hearts to cleave 
unto the Lord. 
He calls upon us to 
choose Christ, to decide for Him, to 
resolve in our hearts to love and 
serve 
Him. 
T his duty 
should 
be 
pressed home especially a t this tim e 
of the y ear. 
Make a resolution in fa­ 
vor of C hrist and H e will help y ou to 
keep it. 
Resolutions based on hum an 
strength are frail indeed, but resolu­ 
tions based upon divine strength are 
Im pregnable.

Pensions For Aged Britons. 
London. Jan. 1.— Beginning today 
every person in G reat B ritain over sev 
enty y ears old whose annual income 
does not ex ceed £ 26 5s., or $130, will 
be entitled under the old age pension 
law to a weekly allow ance of 5 shill­ 
ings, or approx im ately $1,25, from the 
public treasury . 
The applicant for 
the pension m ust comply with certain 
conditions. 
He m ust not be a lunatic, 
and he m ust be free from a criminal 
record. 
No pension will be allowed to 
a person tvho has “habitually refused 
to w ork,” and “all who have been 
brought into a position to apply for a 
pension through his or h er willful acts 
of m isbehavior” are barred from the 
benefits of the act. 
T here are other 
restrictions to the application of the 
act to the aged poor, but the foregoing 
are the principal provisions of the law. 
The application of the law has been 
beset by m any difficulties, especially 
those incident to the proving of the 
age of the applicant,' On the whole, 
however, the m easure is hailed as a 
beneficent one and calculated to alle­ 
viate the burdens of the British poor.

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Rome, Jan. 1.—A wireless message 
from the strait of Messina reports that 
the Lipari islands, a group of volcanic 
islands in the M editerranean near the 
coast of Sicily, have disappeared. The 
total population of the group numb ers 
28 .000, and m ust inevitab ly have per­ 
ished. 
The m inister of marine has 
rushed a torpedo b oat to ascertain the 
facts. 
The horror of the situation at » Mes­ 
sina and Reggio grows with every 
fresh dispatch. 
One of the correspon 
dents places the death roll throughovit 
the entire territory as high as 300,000, 
b ut this appears to b e extreme. 
Oth­ 
ers make their outside estim ate 200,- 
000, b ut the official estim ate as made 
b y the m inister of marine still holds to 
115.000. 
Relief expeditions which have b een 
making their way to Çeggio have en­ 
countered tremendous ob structions all l 
along the route. They report eighteen 
provincial villages b eside those al­ 
ready mentioned in Calab ria as having 
b een completely ruined. 
This would 
Indicate that the earthquake did not ; 
confine its work of havoc to the coast. 
W hat has b ecome of the inhab itants 
of these villages is not known. 
Those 
chat were left alive after the destruc- ; 
tion of their homes doub tless joined ! 
the great army of refugees seeking 
safety or have fallen b y the wayside. 
The Calab rian coast for thirty miles 
has b een torn and twisted. From Bag- j 
nara to Reggio, a distance of twenty- ■ 
five miles, the country is half demol­ 
ished. Assistance has reached b ut few 
of the villages, and they are practical­ 
ly without supplies of any kind. 
At 
Bagnara surgical operations are b eing 
performed with pruning knives, b ut at 
Reggio even that is impossib le. Rands 
of thieves infest the country and the 
despair of the unaided villages is com­ 
plete. Hunger supplies the motive for 
scenes of shocking violence, and pil­ 
lagers and rob b ers defy the few sur­ 
viving policemen and soldiers. 
Ruffians Rule at Reg g io . 
A state of moat frightful anarchy 
prevails at Reggio. 
Mob s of ruffians 
roam among the ruins giving full vent 
to their vilest instincts. 
They are pil­ 
laging the wrecked jewelry stores and 
b anks and do not hesitate to shed the 
b lood of those opposing them. 
A few 
soldiers who escaped unhurt have b een 
Impelled b y an admirab le spirit of dis­ 
cipline to organize patrols on their 
own initiative. 
They arc endeavoring 
to protect the property left intact, b ut 
the criminals fight against them tooth 
and nail. 
The numb ers of these crim­ 
inals have increased to such an extent 
that the soldiers have on several occa­ 
sions b een forced to open fire on them. 
It was only after a pitched b attle in 
which several were shot and killed 
that a semb lance of order was re­ 
stored. 
All entrances to the city, or 
what is left of it, are now guarded b y 
soldiers. 
Many of the survivors are 
lying < xposed to the four winds of 
heaven. 
The relief parties, of which 
severs 
are here now, are unab le to 
cope with the distress. 
The cries of 
the injured are piteous. 


The Indispensable Need. 


More appalling than the destruction 
j o f the towns and villages themselves, 
is the terror of the survivors. 
Each 
rememb ers only the tragedy of which 
he personally was the victim. It would 
be useless to revert to the story of the 
destruction of the towns. 
They are 
exceeded b y the horror of the present 
j 
Dr. Castellino, who is charged with 
j the direction of relief for Reggio, de 
dared that the question of the survl 
ro rs is m ore'harassing than the ques 
tio n of the dead. 
The government

“The English common law, which 
was supposed to b e b uilt upon common 
sense and to apply to all m atters of 
human difference for all time, holds 
that a man’s title to land extends to 
the core of the earth and to the infin­ 
ities of the heavens. Every b oy in law 
school learns that very early In the 
course. 
The old civil law, which was 
modeled after the Roman law and 
which Is the b asis of all European con­ 
tinental laws, has the same provision 
concerning trespass. 
“There is no question whatever that 
a man may control the space ab ove b is 
land, and therefore, unless these b asic 
laws are modified, it Is not difficult to 
see that there 13 a very interesting 
time ahead for aeronauts and aviators 
when aerial craft shall come into com­ 
mon use. 
And there is no question at 
all that they will come into general 
use much sooner than we expect.” 
“It will b e a somewhat difficult task 
to apprehend sky trespassers, will i t 1 
not?” Mr. Bishop was asked. 
“Oh, well,” he said, “I suppose that 
m atter will take care of Itself. 
No 
doub t we shall have aerial police, b ut 
I am simply talking ab out the legal as­ 
pect of the thing. Who owns the soil 
owns to the sky. That was the law of 
the early Normans In England, and 
that Is our law today. So you can see, 
to use a b it of slang, what aviators are 
up against.” 
Mr. Bishop told what steps had b een 
taken in France toward meeting these 
aerial legal difficulties. 
“Already,” he said, “the Aero Club 
of France has estab lished a standard 
price for an acre to b e paid b y aero­ 
nauts and aviators for damage done to 
field crops. 
This provision is chiefly 
for ordinary b alloons, b ut in the cities 
of France laws are b eing enacted to 
provide for aeroplanes, which, it is 
realized over there, will soon b e a com­ 
mon mode of travel. 
“In Paris the police have b een in­ 
structed to go immediately to any aero­ 
plane or dirigib le landing within the 
city limits and search it for taxab le 
food, liquors or gasoline. There are 
now something like fifteen or eighteen 
places in Paris set apart for the land­ 
ing of aeroplanes, and the police un­ 
derstand that a little later It will b e a 
part of their duty to watch these 
spots just as much as the gates of the 
city are watched now to levy tax on 
all gasoline in automob iles purchased 
outside of the city. 
“The French people recognize that 
aeroplanes and dirigib les are soon to 
change conditions there radically, and 
they are preparing for the new order 
of things. 
The hardest thing to con­ 
trol will b e local smuggling. One-half 
o r two-thirds of the revenue of French 
cities comes from the ‘octroi,’ the tax 
levied 
upon 
all 
food 
and 
liquors 
b rought into the cities from the out­ 
side. 
This law is especially anno y ing 
to motorists. These automob iles In the 
air will b e ab le to slip into the city at 
any convenient point at any ho ur of 
the day or night. 
In fact, the people 
o f the Euro pean co untries all alo ng the 
fro ntiers are 
g iv ing 
v ery 
serio us 
tho ug ht to these matters. 
They real­ 
ise that g eo g raphical bo undaries are 
g o ing to be destro y ed. They kno w that 
smug g ling will be made the easiest 
thing o n earth and that the air will be 
swarming with aero plane spies and 
sco uts if military activ ity sho uld call 
their serv ices Into play .”
